DAVIS SLID DOWN BY THE HOSE. 


How One Pipeman Was Almost Miracu-, 


lously Saved- Was One Chance. 


Pipeman John Davis of No. 217 Blue Isl-' 
and avenue had a miraculous escape from 
death.

FIREMAN FAULKNER’S CLOSE CALL. 


Goes for a Ladder and Is Unable to Get 
Back Into the Building. 

Fireman F. J. Faulkner, who was sent down 
from the tower for a 20-foot ladder and who 
thus escaped death or injury, tells the follow 
ing story: 5 

After having gone below for the ladder I 
started to return to the men in the tower, but 
on reaching the foot of the ladder within I 
looked up and saw that the flames had 
broken out 1 departure and 1 
could not go up. ted loudly to the men 
above, some five or six of them came 
down the ladaer through flames, We 
then ran out on the roof and then the men be- 
gan jumping down when they found their es- 
cape was cut off. Some slid down the rope by 
which we bad hauled up the hose, but the 
flames had burned it, and as they reached the 
end they dropped to the roof, fulling from 
fifty to 100 feet. Every one was 
more or less injured and several were 
killed. We removed the wounded and

heat ermpelled us to desist. I had sprained 
my ankle, and as it was paining me I left the 
building just as the tower fell.

FORMIDABLE MOUTH OF THE SNAIL. 


A Naturalist Says Tt Is Well No Big Wild 
| Beast Has One Like It. 

“Tt is a fortunate thing for man and the 
rest of tha animal kingdom,“ said the natur- 
alist, that no large wild animal has a mouth 
constructed with the devouring apparatus 
built on the plan of the insignificant-looking 
snail’s mouth, for that animal could outdevour 
anything that lives. The snail itself is such 
an entirely unpleasant, not to say loathsome, 
creature to handle that few amateur natural- 
ists cara to bother with it, but by neglecting 
the snail they miss studymg one of the most 
interesting objects that come under their ob- 
servation. * 

„Any one who has noticed a snail feeding 
on a leaf must have wondered how such a 
soft, flabby, slimy animal can make such a 
sharp and clean cut invision in the leaf, lea v. 
mgan edgeas smooth and straight as if it 
had been cut with a knife. That is due to the 
peculiar and formidable mouth he has. The 
snail eats with his tongue and the roof of his 
mouth. The tongue is a ribbon which the 
snail keeps in a coil in his mouth. This 
tongue ie in reality a band saw, with the teeth 
on surface instead of on the edge. The 
eeth are so small that as many as 80,000 of 
them have been found on one snail’s tongue.

The division oh the amendment caused con- 
siderable excitement, as it was reported that 
the Radicals, as well as the Parnellites, were 
likely to go with the opposition. The only 
Radical who voted — the government, 
however, was Henry Labouchere, Sir Charles 
Dilke abstained from voting. The Parnell- 
ites fulfilled expectation by supporting the 
amendment. The only exception was Timothy 
Harrington, who was absent. The McCarthy- 
ites supported the government. The result 
was the rejection of the amendment by a vote 
of 240 to 209. The committee then rose 
and the House adjourned. 

Salisbury View of Home Rule. 


The Pali Mali Gazette today prints an arti- 
cle written by rd Salisbury, in which the 
former Prime ister makesa case against 
home rule from an intercolonial pomt of 
view. Lord Salisbury says he sees two dan- 
gers, the first of which is the blow that will be 
given to India by the granting of home rule 
to Ireland. It depends upon the answer 
given to Ireland what shall be given in re- 
sponse to the similar demand which is sure to 
be made by India. The second point of dan- 
ger is the event.of a war between Great Brit- 
ain and another power. He believes tradi- 
tional hatred will impel the Irish fully to 
use against England any advantage they may 
secure.

THE CLOSING OF THE INDIAN MINTS. 


Oe ee 


Outcome of the Event Awiited with Con- 
siderable Anxiety. 

Baltimore Sun: English economists and 

statesmen regard the closing of the Indian 


| mints. as an experiment, the success of which 


will depend largely on the view the Indian 
people themselves take of it. Much of the 
silver of I is hoarded in the shape of 
trinkets. ' The Hindoo, for its safety, wears 
his accumulation of capital largely on his 
own person instead of putting it into savings 
banks, What he doesn’t safeguard in this 
way he is likely to depositin a hole in the 
ground, under his house, or in some innocent 
looking place in his garden, Hitherto when 
he wanted money he has had the right to 
have his hoarding, whether in the form of 
trinkets or bullion, minted into rupees at his 
option. What will he say and do when he finds 
the option of coining his hoarded silver is 
taken from him? Will hesuffer any practical 
inconvenience from it? Ifhe does not, and 
has no silver-mine owners to pursuade 
that he does, the experiment of the Indian 
government in closing the mints to private 
E will have been a success. The fact 
at the Hindoos, in ignorance of the decline 
of silver in other countries, have illogically 
continued to takeit at the old ratio, creates 
a hope that they will not be much affected in 
pocket or mind by what has been done. The 
event is awaited with same anxiety. Till the 
attitude of the natives is devel there will 
probably be no further steps taken toward in- 
troducing the gold — into India. What 
has been done had for its object to pre- 
vent a decline of the silver rupees 
already coined, in the absence of any hope of 
keeping up the price of silver bullion by fur- 
ther purchases of the white metal. 

The fact that India gets its revenue from 
the people in silver and to meet 
the interest on its debt 
chief cause of recent 
ernment’s point of view. The obligations are 
for money borrowed to make the railroads, 
brid canals, irrigation works, etc., from 
whi the Indian people have so 
largely profited. The present security of the 
country from famine and invasion and the 
greatly increased production of wheat and 
other paying crops are valuable results of the 
new lines of transportation made with bor- 
rowed money. It was money well spent, but 
the interest on it—a fixed amoun be 
metin gold. With the government’s ru 
income decreased in valué it has become Im- 
possible to make ends. meet. It takes more 
ye to buy the degen ge amount 7 
an eonseguence a growing deficit, 
which is every year more and more embar- 
rassing the Indian treasury.

THE HORROR AT THE FAIR. 

There were numerous fatal casualties at 
Jackson Park during the construction of the 
Exposition buildings, but in that long stretch 
of time nothing happened which could be 
compared with that terrible misfortüne of 
yesterday, which cost an as yet unknown 
number of persons, mostly firemen, their 
lives, and inflicted serious injuries on others, 
That which happened is the more deplorable 
if, as there is reason to believe, it could have 
been avoided. f 

The building in which the fire broke out was 
the cold-storage one, the handsome structure 
at the Sixty-fourth street entrance of the park. 
A tall, wooden tower, in the center of which 
was the iron chimney, roseto a height of 
about 100 feet above the roofof the main 
structure. The erection of the tower never 
should have been permitted, and when its 
dangers were apparent it should have been re- 
moved. Not long ago it caught fire’ near 
the top. but the flames were extinguished. It 
is understood that, alarmed by this, the insur- 
ance companies canceled their policies. That 


who bad charge of the building. The fire 
which broke out yesterday did so in the same 
place. The firemen were ordered up there to 
put it out. Whoever gave that order sent 
them to their death. While they were on one 
of the ledges of the tower, with no water to 
throw, and unable to reach the flames with it 
had they had any, the fire broke out in the 
tower below them and cut off their 
retreat. No choice was left to them 
except to jump to the roof and be 
‘crushed to death or to be swallowéd upin the 
flames. Some met one form of death and 
some another. In the meantime the blazing 
pieces of wood from the tower falling on the 
roof below set it on fire, and the whole build 
ing was consumed. Had the firemen not as- 
cended the tower, the ladders to which were 
of wood, and remained on the roof, where 
they could have had sufficient water, they 
might have saved the main building, While 
the firemen and the workmen who had as 
cended the tower with them were thus meet- 
ing death, the tens of thousands of visitors to 
the Fair who had gone there to spend a day 
of pleasure, gathered weepmg and praying 
around the blazing building and watched the 
dreadful spectacle with ungovernable horror, 
unable to aid and unable to turn away, as the 
brave fellows one after the other went to their 
terrible death. 

The causes which led to a fire involving so 
great a loss of life under such terrible circum- 
stances must be investigated fully. It must 
be found out where the responsibility lies and 
why such a tower, which seems to have been a 
fire trap, was allowed to remain after there 
was reason from former experiences to judge 
that it was such, and after it had been already 
pronounced unsafe. Nor must the dreadful 
lesson be in vain. If there are other edifices 
where a fire is likely to occur which have de- 
fects of construction they must be remedied 
at once. There must be no room for fear 
that anything of the kind can oceur again. 


THE PARIS RIOTS. 
The rioting in Paris seems only temporarily 


| suppressed. The city is under military law, 


and the government is acting at last with en- 
ergy to suppress the outbreaks. . The present 
week, however, recalls events that may lead to 
fresh violence. Today is the anniversary of 
the execution of the Anarchist rufflan and 
murderer Ravachol, and Friday will be the 
104th anniversary of the fall of -the Bastile. 
The latter will be a general holiday, and it 
Will not be surprising if the riotous elements 
of the population make another demonstra- 
tion. That it will be suppressed goes without 
saying, but that these émeutes should con- 
tinue so long does not speak well for the 
force of French law and authority or reflect 
a eee ee French po- 
i :

that great numbers will go in spite of the ex- 
cessive charge and that the roads will make 
more money by carrying the smaller number 
at the higher price than the much larger num- 
ber at the lower sum. Thus far they have 
failed in their reckoning. The mass of the 
people will not budge and the unused idle 
cars of the railways block up every siding. 

The launches, gondolas, and wheel chairs 
are not as much used as was expected be- 
cause of the unreasonably high prices charged. 
They are so steep that many cannot afford to 
pay them, and others will not because they 
ate being asked altogether too much. Evi- 
dently the expectation of the concessionnaircs 
was that visitors would get so tired that they 
would take chairs no matter what price was 
asked, and that they would be so eager to see 
the beauties of the lagoon that they would 
pay any sum to go on n launch. These con- 
cessionnaires have found that they were just 
as much mistaken in their calculations as the 
railroads were:in their expectations of great 
crowds, and yet they will not change their 
policy because they seem to think they can 
make more by carrying a few people at a high 
price than many at a low one. 

They are making as great a financial bjun- 
der as the railroads are, If these concession- 
naires cut down their prices they would not 
have an idle chair nor a vacant seat in a 
launch. They would earn far more money 
than they are earning now, while their operat- 
ing expenses would be slightly if any greater. 
If reasonable rates were asked visitors would 
be glad to use the wheel chairs. As the case 
stands a large percentage of them remain 
unused. ‘ : 

This is a matter in which the managers of 
the Exposition are doubly interested. The 


greater the receipts of these concessionnaires 


the greater will the Fair’s share be, and irre- 
spective of that it is desirable that visitors 
should have all conveniences at the lowest 
profitable price. Therefore these concession- 


holders should be argued with and made to 


give up their railroud ways and act in accord- 
atice with the interests of the Fair. While 
the directors are with just cause assailing the 


railroads for their misconduct they must not 


lose sight of the somewhat similar sins com- 
mitted within the World’s Fair inclosure. 


THE BARDWELL LYNCHING. 

It is now generally conceded that G. J. 
Miller, thé mulatto who was hanged by a 
mob at Bardwell, Ky., Friday last, Was mur- 
dered upon the fijmsiest of circumstantial 
evidence and that the really guilty person is 
still at large. The statements of the fisher- 
man who rowed the alleged murderer across 
the river were so conflicting as to the identity 
of Mille? that they would have been thrown 
out in any court, But more to the point than 
this is the lettet received by Miller’s wife at 
Springfield, which shows by the postmark 
that Miller was at Cairo on the day the mur.- 
der was committed at Bardweil. There has 
not yet been found a person who can say pos- 
itively that he saw Miller in Bardwell or Car- 
lisle County at that time. 

The statements made by Miller as to nis 
residence and his whereabouts at the time the 
murder was committed were precise and 
straightforward and they have not been dis- 
proved, Even the mob which hanged him 
was in doubt whether he was the guilty party. 
With such slight evidence as it had Miller 
would have been acqqitted by any fair · mind 
ed, unprejudiced jury without leaving its 
seats. | 

There is every reason to believe that an in- 
nocent man has been hanged and therefore 
that one murder by a guilty man has been 
followed by the murder ofan innocent man. 
There is also every reason to believe that the 
mob which gathered at Bardwell was like the 
mob which gathered in South Carolina the 
other day. Its object was not to administer 
justice for a shocking crime but to kill some 
one in revenge, and in carrying out this pur- 
‘pose it drew no line between guilt and inno- 
cénce, It met to kill some one and the first 
colored man who fell into ite clutches, 
whether guilty or not, was just as good a vo- 
tim to its wrath ag the guilty man himself. 
With the hanging of Miller its wrath was ap- 
peased and of course n effort now will be 
made to discover the real murderer. It was, 
therefore, just as foul and shocking a murder 
as the original act, The despair of the situa- 
tion is that it is not the first time this has hap- 
pened in the South. In more than one case 
and upon more than one occasion the white 


citizens of that section have met, not to pun- 


ish a murderer but to “ kill a nigger.”

FAILURES IN THE HALF YEAR. 

The business failures of the first six months 
of 1898 in the United States constitute the 
biggest aggregate on record, both ia number 
and in the amount of gross liabilities. By far 
the larger number occurred in the last two or 
three months as consequences of the financial 
stringency. For the first quarter Bradstreet’s 
gives the number as 3,069. with liabilities 
of $39,424,124, against 8,207 failures and 
$35,861,749 for the corfesponding time in 
1892. But the second quarter brought 8,170 
failures and $1381,486,078 of liabilities, be- 


ing a big increase. The 6,239 failures of the 


six months form a total only one-sixth larger 
than for the same time last year, but the 
$10,860,070 of aggregate liabilities is 
three times that of the latest comparison 
period. It is two to two anda half times 
those of such years as 1885 and 1891, both 
yéars of commercial stringency. The only half 
years with which these figures will compare 
near equality are in the two panic years 1878 
and 1884, with the last half of the panic year 
1873. In 1878, hitherto the worst year, so 
far as indicated by figures, the first six months 
brought 5,026 failures and abilities of 
$181,832,756, according to the report of 
Dun, Barlow & Co., and those of 1884 were 
nearly as large. It is notable that firms of 
over $5,000 contriltiute more than 20 per 
cent of the failures this year, while in ordi- 
nary years the proportion is but about 10 per 
cent of the total, | 

When the aggregate of business in different 
years is taken into account the comparison is 
not so unfavorable as above indicated. In 
1878 there were 653,008 firma included in 
the business statistios, and the bank clearings 
aggregated 828,85 1,000,000. Now the uum- 
ber of firms in the count is about 1,200,000 
and the bank clearizigs of the year will be 
about $60,000,000,000. As.compared with 
1878 the number of firms is twicé as great 
and the business two and a half times greater, 
while the number of ‘failurés is but slightly 
larger and the aggregate of Mabilities only 
about one-third greater, 

From this it may be inferred that the con- 
ditions of business are much more stable this 
year than in 1878 and that we may look for 
a correspondingly early recovery. But it 
should also be remembered that the failures 
of 1878 were swelled by the great number of 
persons who hastened to take advaritage of 
the bankruptcy act before its repeal, which 
took effect in September, and that many of 
those would not have joined the list under 
ordinary circumstances, Then the depression 
of 1878 represented the accumulation of loss 
during all the time that had elapsed since the 
panic of 1873, while in the present instance 
it may be said to be wholly due to fears as 
to the results of government policy, ex- 
cept that part of it dependent upon the 
collapge of the trusta, which were so far 
from being regarded as legitimate that: for 
years they hung on the raggéd edge of the 
stock exchanges, There was no serious trou- 
ble so long as the public. believed that the 
gold reserve would be protected and the cur- 
rency maintained at the gold level. When 
the administration was thought to be in doubt 
on this important point there Was at once a 
heavy shrinkage of confidence and of ayail- 
able cash and credit, and the list of commer- 
cial disasters swelled at a fearful rate. So the 
severe business depression may be set down 
as directly due to the insane policy of the ad- 
vocates of free silver coinage and the distrust 
of ability of the Democratic administration 
to avert silver monometallism.

has made some progress. When in office last 
the tin pail establishments were allowed to 
run wide open. But it is not enough to insist 
on the suppression of those gambling hells so 


that the workingrhen may be protected, There 


ars others who are also deserving of protec- 
tidn. The clerks who take their noonday 
meals down-town in lunch boxes are even 
more exposed to the snares of the gaming 
houses than the workmen who carry their din- 
ners in -tin buckets. The establishments 
which prey on them should be broken up and 
crushed out. The boss gamblers should not 
be permitted to break up the homes and ruin 
the lives of any class of men, whether they 
are carpenters, stonemasons, or clerks and 
bookkeepers. If the workingman loses his 
money in a gaming-house his wife and chil- 
dren suffer. They have less to eat and to wear. 
If a clerk takes to gambling and loses his 
money the mischief does not stop there. He 
generally robs his employer, becomes a jail 
bird, and brings hopeless misery on his fam- 
ily. It is the duty of the Mayoras far as is in 
his power to protect all classes against gam- 


-blers and not say demagogically that he in- 


sists only on the protection of workingmen. 
If he will order the Chief of Police to shut up 
all gaming-houses regardless of the kind of 
people who frequent them the order will be 
executed. 


A stanirtoant statement was published on 
the fifth page of Monday’s Ton, showing 
the attitude of farmers on the silver question. 
The regular correspondents of Prime’s crop 
bureau, including representative millers, ele- 
vator men, and farmers, mostly the latter, 
were asked: Are you in favor of or opposed 
to the repeal of the Sherman silver law?’ By 
the overwhelming majority of 666 for to 124 
against these people declared that they want 
to see the law repealed, and none of them in- 
timate a desire to have something in place 
of it,” as talked of by Bland and other silver 
cranks. They do not express a wish to see 
any more mischief done as an excuse for re- 
pealing the Sherman silver law, which they 
can see for themselves has done too much mis- 
chief already. These people are thinking 
farmers. The majority of them for years 
have been reporting regularly to the crop bu- 
reau, and were usked to do so because be- 
lieved to be among the most intelligent of 
their class. Hence they must be regarded as 
representative farmers, and their action shows 
that Bland, Teller, and others have no right to 
claim that they speak for the farmers in de- 
manding free silver coinage. The farmers do 
not want anything of the sort. They want 
honest money, full value money, and they are 
grossly libeled by those who allege the con- 
trary. Less than one farmer in six is in fa vor 
of debased money and partial repudiation. 
All the rest want to see the government stop 
the purchase of silver with Treasury notes 
which are immediately carried tothe Treasury 
for redemption in gold.

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WHEAT CROP REPORT BULLISH, 


Condition Suggests Further Reduction in 
Estimated Yield—Gossip on Change. 

Whether or not the government crop report 
sent out late yesterday afternoon results in an 
advance today, it certainly acted that way on the 
curb and was given a bullish interpretation, 
showing as it did a falling off of more than 
12 points in the condition of spring wheat 
during June. On the curb September wheat, 
which had closed at 70%@70%4c, sold as high 
as 70%c. Taking the average condition of the 
wheat and the acreage, the figures most generally 
accepted in computing final results suggested 
a total crop of about 385,000,000 bu, against the 
estimates a month ago of about 400,000,000 bu, 
and 616.000, 000 bu in 1892. The condition of 
spring wheat for the entire breadth was placed 
at 74.1, against 85.4 one month ago, and 90.9 
July, 1892. Among the State averages in the 
Northwest Minnesota was given a condition of 
77, South Dakota 69, and North Dakota 78. The
